from pecan trees should not be used 
in the vegetable garden plot. The 
question comes out of concern that 
the leaves release a substance that 
might be toxic to tomatoes. Black 
walnut, which is in the same family 
as pecan, produces a compound, Ju- 
glone, that is toxic to tomatoes. Al- 
though pecans are related to black 
walnut, I have not observed, now is 
there research that would indicate 
that pecan, leaves would cause inju- 
ry to tomatoes. 

Research at the University of 
Georgia, in which tomatoes were 
grown in finely ground pecan shells 
mixed with sand, showed a negative 
effect on tomato growth due to the 
pecan shells, Plants were stunted and 
chlorotic in appearance. The re- 
searchers suggested that weathering 
of the shells before planting might 
reduce this negative effect. Leaves 
were not studied in that experiment. 

I am not too concerned about us- 
ing pecan leaves in a garden plot. 
Usually, by the time pecan leaves 
begin to drop, gardeners have al- 
ready pulled up their tomato plants. 
And pecan leaves that are tilled into 
the garden, or are decomposed, are 
not likely to have any substances po- 
tentially toxic to vegetable plants.

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3 Coffee County men receive Life Saving Award for heroism

Last Thursday morning at the Al- 
abama State Troopers’ District Offic- 
es in Dothan, three Coffee County 
men were honored by the Alabama 
Department of Public Safety for her- 
oism demonstrated in the early 
morning hours of July 24, 1991, 

Alabama State Trooper Captain 
E. H. Howard in presenting Silas 
Simmons, Gary Parker and Gary 
Evans with the Department's Life 
Saving Award said, “These three 
men exhibited themselves with great 
honor.” 

The act of heroisrn occurred at a 
wreck scene approximately 5 miles 
north of Elba on Coffee County 
Road 79, 

Mrs. Marilyn Evans, no relation 
to Gary Evans, was traveling south 
on County Rd. 79 enroute to work at 
Kleinert's in Elba when she lost con- 
trol of her automobile. The car left 
the road and overturned. 

saan eee to reports from the 
first law enforcement official to ar- 
rive on the scene, Elba Police Offi- 
cer Dean Blair, a Mrs. Alford Davis 
discovered the overturned car and 
flagged down another passing motor- 


ist. 

Lucky for Mrs. Evans that motor- 
ist was Simmons and shortly after- 
wards, Parker and Evans arrived on 
the scene, 

Soon after Simmons was told that 
someone was believed to be in the 
car, a fire erupted under the hood of 
the wrecked vehicle. 


Simmons was trying to put out 
the fire when Parker arrived upon 
the scene and joined Simmons in his 
efforts. 

The two men stated they soon re- 
alized they were not going to be able 
to put the fire out so they began try- 
ing to get Mrs. Evans out of the 
wrecked vehicle and away from the 
spreading flames. 

At first, the two men expressed 
concern about moving Mrs. Evans 
without first knowing the serious- 
ness of her injuries, but when the 
flames grew higher, they knew it 
was cither get her out quickly or 
watch her burn to death. 

Getting Mrs. Evans from the car 
proved to be no easy matter as the 
car was lying on its side and she had 
to be lifted straight up. 

Parker and Simmons were suc- 
cessful in getting Mrs. Evans from 
the car and Gary Evans carried her 
up to the road. 

“By the time we reached the road, 


* flames were all in the car - shooting 


15 to 20 feet high,” said Simmons. 

Prior to presenting the awards, 
Safety Education Officer for the De- 
partment of Public Safety - Dothan 
District, Sgt. Lamar Glover said, 
“The Life Saving Award is one of 
the avenues the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety recognizes behavior which 
leads to the saving of a human being. 
It's an honor for our department to 
issue these three awards.” 

Addressing the three men, Sgt. 
Glover said, “In this situation, you 
saved a life.” 


“We also appreciate Officer Blair, 
who brought it (the act of heroism) 
to our attention that there was a need 
for the recognition with this award,” 
continued Glover. 

The Life Saving Award is signed 
by Governor Guy Hunt and Colonel 
Ned W. McHenry, Director of the 
Alabama Department of Public Safe- 


y. 
Also on hand for the presentation 
of the prestigious awards was State 
Trooper Ronnie Whitworth who co- 
ordinated the "paper work" involved 
in the nominating process for indi- 
viduals to receive these awards, 
Whitworth said, “These awards 


are not handed out ever day and are |. 


not to,be taken lightly.” 

“In my more than twenty plus 
years as a state trooper,” Whitworth 
continued, “I've only personally wit- 
nessed one other such award being 
presented, It was an honor for me to 
have a small part in this ceremony 
today.” 

State Trooper Willie White inves- 
tigated the near tragic accident, but 
Trooper Whitworth, being the senior 
trooper in Coffee County, assisted 
White in submitting the necessary 
paper work involved in the award's 
nomination. 

The three honorees: Silas Sim- 
mons is employed by Dorsey Trail- 
ers in Elba, Gary Parker works with 
the Alabama Highway Department 
and Gary Evans works at Southland 
Broilers located in Northeast Coffee 
County. All three of the men live in 
the Elba area. 


No smoking policy at EGH & NH

It's a problem that is 
contrary to the purpose of this hospi- 
tal, which is to help improve the 
quality of life for our patients.” 

Elba General Hospital & Nursing

Part-time, temporary, and season- 
al workers employed by State or lo- 
cal governments are the main group 
affected by new Social Security leg- 
islation that goes into effect for ser- 
vices provided after July 1, 1991, ac- 
cording to Jerry Kizzort, Social 
Security manager in Dothan, 

The change in the law provides 
mandatory Social Security coverage 
for about 2.3 million State and local 
government employees who are not 
covered by any retirement system at 
this time, Social Security coverage 
for these workers is important, Mr. 
Kizzort said, because workers who 
are not covered by Social Security 
often do not arrange for alternative 
retirement, survivors, or disability 
protection, 

Unlike private industry, where 
Social Security coverage is mandato- 
ry, the decision to provide Social Se- 
curity coverage to State and local 
government employees has been at 
the option of each State. Some State 
and local governments have chosen 
to provide their own retirement Sys- 
tems instead. But with the addition 
of part-time, temporary and seasonal 
workers covered by the new legisla- 
tion, 77 percent of State and local 
government workers are now cov- 
ered by the Social Security system. 

Students employed by the educa- 
tional institution they are attending 
are part-time, temporary or seasonal 
State and local employees not cov- 

“ered by the new law, 

In addition to the part-time, tem- 
porary and seasonal workers, some 
full-time employees are affected by 
the new legislation. These are main- 
ly workers whose age or probation- 
ary status makes them ineligible for 
existing retirement plans,

American History classes recently 
completed a project. The students kept 
an American Revolitionary diary. 

The students made up names of per- 
sons and kept a diary of what was hap- 
pening to or around this character during 
the American Revolution. This diary had 
to be kept for fourteen days. 

Eric Legg, American History student, 
made his diary from bobcat skin. Eric 
and his father trapped the bobcat while 
on a weekend camping trip on the Cone- 
cuh River, 

Eric and his father trap and sell skins. 
Eric said that on a good year a person 
could sell a bobcat skin for forty to a 
hundred dollars. During a bad year, a 
person might get you thirty-five to fifty 
dollars for a skin. The price of the skin is 
determined by the demand in the fur 
market. If there is more than enough 
Skins in storage the price of the fur goes 
down. Eric said his best single sell of 
bobcat skins was when he sold six skins 
at one time. These skins brought about 
$400. Eric said that it was a high point 
and might not happen again. 

To clean the skin, Eric put the skin on 
a board and scraped the fat off. If the fat 
is not taken off, the skin will be greasy 
and it will not dry. After the skin was 
cleaned, Eric stretched the skin real tight 
on a frame and hung it up where the air 
could circulate around it. After it dried, 
he put salt on it to preserve it. Eric then 
took the skin and washed it in hot soapy 
water. This made the skin soft. Eric said

The Elba Tigers had their backs to the wall Friday night when they went 
to Rehobeth to battle the Rehobeth Rebels, and knew going in that a loss to 
the 4-2 Rebels would end any and all playoff hopes, The Tigers fell behind 
erly 7-0, but from there it was all Elba as the Tigers rolled up and down 
the field and posted a 37-7 win that wasn't even as close as the lopsided 
score might indicate! 

The Tigers scored 37 points in the big Area 2 win, but saw four drives 
stop inside the Rehobeth 10-yardline, and if not for mistakes, could have 
easily piled up fifty or sixty points, Elba didn't need all the points, thanks to 
a stingy defense, but it was fun to see the Elba offense move the ball better 
than it has all year. r 

While commenting on the offense, I'll admit that it bothered me that the 
Tigers had potential scoring drives stopped at the six, two, eleven and ten- 
yardlines. Elba is much better than its 3-4 record shows; however, it is a 


long way from being good enough to simply blow numerous scoring chanc- - 


es. Friday night the Tigers blew three scoring chances in the opening three 
quarters, and watched late in the third quarter as Rehobeth mounted a drive 
that could have cut the score to 18-14 and put the Rebels back in the game, 
despite being totally dominated everywhere but the scoreboard.

Many Coffee County hunters are 
heading to the woods as hunting sea- 
son opens. Hunting and safety go 
hand in hand. Here is a list of some 
gun safety rules. 

Treat every gun, even though un- 
loaded, as if it were a stick of dyna- 
mite. If you become careless with 
unloaded guns, you will soon be- 
come careless with loaded ones. 

Never take a loaded gun into an 
automobile, camp, or house. Unload 


all unattended guns. 

Before prem check to be sure 
there is nething blocking the barrel, 
Look through the barrel when you 
first pick up the gun at home and 
again before you load. 

Carry your gun in such a way that 
you can control the direction of the 
muzzle should you stumble. When 
carrying the gun on your shoulder, 
grasp the stock behind the trigger- 
guard and place the gun on your 
shoulder so that the trigger-guard is 
pointing upward. If there isn't any- 
one walking in front of you, you can

STORAGE OF SUMMER 
CLOTHING 


This is the time of year when 
many Coffec,Countians are putting 
away summer clothes, People are not 
as conscientious when storing sum- 
mer clothes as they are when putting 
up costly winter coats, furs and 
sweaters, 

Precautions should still be taken 
when storing summer clothes, Most 
summer clothing contains some per- 
centage of cotton, linen or ramie, 
The first step in any clothing Storage 
is a clean garment. Be sure to re- 
move any spots now; six months of 
pct will serve to set the stain, If 
Starch was used in a garment, be sure 
to launder the garment to remove the 
starch as silverfish love it. As an ex- 
tra precaution, add moth balls or 
moth crystals to your clothing stor- 
age container. 

The worst enemies to cotton, lin- 
en and ramie are mold and mildew, 
Mold and mildew are tough enemies 
since spores are always in the air. 
The best defense is to keep the cloth- 
ing dry and at moderate to cool tem- 
peratures, If high humidity is a prob- 
lem, small packets of silica gel may 
be placed in the storage containers in 
places where they will be near but 
not touching any of the garments. 
Store clean garments away from di- 
rect sunlight, and do not store in 
plastic,
